In response to the Office Action dated November 4, 2005, Applicants elect 
the alleged species I, illustrated in FIGS. 2 and 3A-3F. The election is partially 
with traverse . In particular, Applicants contend that FIG. 4 and 5 constitute 
mutually exclusive and distinct species from FIGS. 2 and 3A-3F. 

Specifically, the embodiment of FIG. 4 differs from that of FIG. 2 in that 
the emitter electrode is only partially single-crystalline in FIG. 4 (it is fully single- 
crystalline in FIG. 2). See para. [0044] of the present specification. Similarly, the 
embodiment of FIG. 5 includes a non-single-crystalline portion of the emitter 
electrode, and additionally adds the feature of a graded impurity concentration. 
See para. [0046] and [0047] of the present specification.
